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INTRODUCTION 


Communicable  disease  morbidity  statistics  for  North  Carolina  for  1956  are 
given  in  this  bulletin  as  Part  I  of  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Health  Statistics 
Section.  This  is  the  twenty-fifth  year  for  which  such  a  bulletin  has  been  published. 
Natality  and  mortality  data  will  be  published  as  Part  II  later  in  the  year. 

A  discussion  summary  of  the  reportable  communicable  disease  situation  in  the 
state  is  given  on  the  following  page.  Following  this  are  population  estimates  and 
general  si:immary  tables  showing  the  reported  incidence  of  reportable  communicable 
diseases  in  1956  by  county,  age,  month  of  onset,  sex,  and  color.  More  detailed 
summaries  are  also  given  for  certain  selected  diseases. 

SOURCE  OF  DATA 

These  data  were  derived  from  report  cards  received  from  military  bases,  local 
physicians,  health  departments,  and  hospitals  in  North  Carolina,  and  through  inter- 
state reciprocal  notification  of  disease.  Routinely  all  death  certificates  which 
list  a  reportable  communicable  disease  as  a  cause  of  death  are  checked  against  the 
case  report  files.  Case  reports  are  then  obtained  for  all  previously  unreported 
cases.  Information  on  trends  may  be  obtained  by  reference  to  the  1953  report. 
More  detailed  data  than  that  published  in  this  report  have  been  tabulated  and  will 
be  made  available  upon  request. 

REPORT  PERIOD 

The  data  included  in  this  report  are  for  cases  of  communicable  disease  which 
had  their  onset  in  1956  with  the  exception  of  amebiasis,  tuberculosis,  and  the 
venereal  diseases  which  are  according  to  date  of  report.  Reports  of  all  cases 
having  their  onset  inl956  and  received  during  the  period  January  1,  1956  to  January 
31,  1957  and  those  with  unknown  date  of  onset  received  in  1956  are  included.  For 
those  diseases  tabulated  by  date  of  report,  all  reports  received  during  1956  are 
included,  regardless  of  onset  date. 

RESIDENCE 

The  cases  included  in  this  report,  with  the  exception  of  the  venereal  diseases, 
are  for  residents  of  North  Carolina  and  are  allocated  to  county  of  residence  of 
the  patient.  Venereal  disease  cases  are  allocated  to  county  of  report  unless  re- 
ported by  a  hospital  or  institution;  in  which  case  they  are  assigned  to  the  county 
of  residence.  Only  those  counties  for  which  cases  were  reported  are  shown  in  the 
residence  tables. 

RATES 

All  rates  shown  are  per  100,000  population.  A  20-year  trend  in  morbidity 
rates  for  selected  reportable  communicable  diseases  is  shown  in  table  4.  Rates  by 
sex  and   color  for  all  reportable  diseases   are  given    in  table   8. 

POPULATION 

North  Carolina  population  estimates  by  county  and  color,  1956  and  by  color 
and   sex,    1936-1956  are   given   in   tables  1   and  2,    respectively. 


Population  estimates  for  1936-1950  are  those  prepared  by  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of 
the  Census.  For  the  years  1951-1956,  estimates  were  made  in  the  Public  Health 
Statistics  Section.  The  arithmetic  method  was  used  for  estimating  the  total 
population  assuming  the  same  average  annual  increase  or  decrease  for  the  decade 
1950  to  I960 -as  occurred  between  1940  and  1950.  Sex  and  color  estimates  were 
obtained   by   this   same  method. 

DISCUSSION 

The  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  fell  from  85  cases  reported  in  1955  to  70 
in  1956.  An  encouraging  decline  in  cases  has  been  noted  in  each  of  the  past 
three  years. 

A  decline  was  also  seen  in  the  number  of  cases  of  meningococcus  disease  re- 
ported in  1956.  Ninety-six  cases  were  recorded;  144  were  recorded  in  the  previous 
year. 

Cyclic  changes  in  whooping  cough  incidence  were  reflected  in  a  case  reduction 
from  1,366   in   1955   to  539   in  1956;    an    increase    of  cases   of  measles   from  1,385   to 


7,630  was   noted  during   the    same    period    of   time, 


Malaria,  once  responsible  for  large  numbers  of  cases  of  illness,  was  reported 
only  four  times  in  1956.  Eighteen  cases  were  reported  in  1955;  the  decline  in 
incidence  is  a  reflection  of  a  decline  in  cases  of  extra-territorial,  military 
origin. 

In  the  diseases  of  animal  origin  transmissable  to  man,  psittacosis  showed  an 
increase  in  reported  incidence  from  9  cases  in  1955  to  75  in  the  present  year. 
Similarly,    during   the    same    interval,    cases    of  brucellosis    increased    from   two    to 

ten. 

Typhoid  fever,  still  worthy  of  note  as  a  problem  in  epidemiology,  fell  from 
37  to  23  cases  in  1955  and  1956,  respectively. 

Among  the  exanthems,  smallpox  was  of  interest  in  that  an  instance,  unconfirmed 
by  laboratory  study,  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  public  health  workers. 

Trichinosis,  a  parasitic  disease  of  animal  origin  claimed  9  cases  in  1956. 
The  patients  contracted  the  disease  after  consuming  poorly  cooked  pork  products. 

A  reduction  in  reported  cases  of  poliomyelitis  from  463  cases  in  1955  to  315 
cases  in  1956  was  noted.  The  past  year  is  the  fourth  successive  year  in  which  a 
reduction  in  cases  has  occurred.  In  1955,  paralytic  cases  made  up  39  per  cent  of 
the  total  while  in  1956  paralytic  cases  constituted  57  per  cent  of  the  cases  re- 
ported. The  poliomyelitis  situation  is  of  great  interest  in  view  of  the  vigorous 
Salk  poliomyelitis  vaccination  programs  presently  being  carried  out.
